S AG r—CONDENSED. 
By the politeness of a gentleman 
I was fivoreil on last eve rn; 
by the pettisal of the Presidents 
message — commhuicated to the 
Congress of the L r . S. on the 6:h 
iost. The message is an able 
state paper, characterized by 
cousmuate ability and States¬ 
manship. Its summary facts, 
comprt hend v ; ;j|s its reasoning 
dear, persuasive anti convincing; 
-ts recommeniK.tions positive 
and to the purpose. The mes¬ 
sage reflects great credit on its 
author and the Country. On ac¬ 
count of the elegance of style, 
the great questions presented to 
the consideration of congress, 
anti the elaborate review on the 
state of the union; taking al', in 
«*ll is unquestionably the most im¬ 
portant document ever communi¬ 
cated to congress or read by an 
American-people. The mes¬ 
sage speaks fit great length ill 
relation tu our Mexican affairs; 
it refers to the message of tile 
11th May 1846, and likewise to 
thela-t anual message commu¬ 
nicated to congress; fora foil ex¬ 
position of the causes which 
cahsed a state of war to exist 
between the two countries. The 
President reaffirms the justice 
of the war, and shows that it 
was unavoidable on our part; 
that Mexico had wantonly vio¬ 
lated both the rights of persons 
and property of our citizens, had 
a< ted in bad faith towards the 
U States for a number of years; 
and failed to perform' her 
solemn treaty stipulations'; to 
receive a minister of peace 
whose object was to avert the 
existence cf the war that now 
exists, and finally invaded one 
ol the states of the union; struct* 
the first blow and shed the first 
blood.
